ROADS AND SELF-RESPECT. 


$100,000,000 road bond propaganda has placed the 
residents of Decatur and Macon county im a posi- 
tien which other residents of thé state should ‘be 
proud to emulate. The Decatur good roads con- 
vention of last Friday was originally planned to. 
be one part good roads and three parts Small 
political spelibinding. Warned of that purpose, 


having to bow themselves to any political coercion, 
and without having to sacrifice their self-respect.

Gov. Small. has forgotten that. Instead of build 
ing roads along consistent lines, he has stopped 
them at the borders of districts which. have dis- 
pleased him politically.

and force him to obey them or leave office perma- 
nently at the end of this term, if he is not im- 
peached and thrown ont before that? Why should 
self-respecting citizens, have to kotow and salaam 
to their elected servant to obtain good reads. for 
which they have voted funds? 

Obviously they should have to do no such 
thing. Self-respect as well as self-interest should 
bring them to aasert their independence of such 
attempt at coercion. When that is done, when 
Gov. Small is definitely put in his place—and not 
until then—will the Illinois hard road program 
proceed as it should, with justice to all, and for 
the advantage and prosperity of al. 


NO LITERARY WAR WITH 
CANADA. - 


The Canadian house of commons has adopted a 
resolution to the effect that “it is desirable that 
measures should be adopted to encourage the pub 
lication of Canadian magazines and periodicals.” 
No one will quarrel with that. In the course of 
debate on the resolution an amendment was offered 
which would have added to-the resolution the 
words: “ By placing on the free list all materials 
usef in the production of Canadian magazines and 
newspapers.” That also appears hariniess; and 
probably commendable. However, it was defeated. 
The important point to the United States and to 
Canada was the defeat of proposals for a duty of 
10 cents a pound on™ American magazines or for 
16 cents a pound on their advertising pages. Adop- 
tion of such proposals would nave been a sad blow 
to the mutual friendship and welfare of the two! 
countries. The faci that it was even suggested 
warrants discussion because of the revelation that 
such a thought exists in the dominion and might 
be revived. 

Such action be as Gangerous as the con- 
struction of a line of fortifications along the border. 
One reason We do not need or want the fortifica- 
tions ig because we have never had « barrier to 
social intercourse, Canadians have read our news- 
papers and magazines and we have read theirs. 
We have become acquainted with each other’s 
good qualities and habits of thought. We have 
maintained mutual friendship through mutual\un- 
derstanding, promoted largely by interchange of 
publications. It would be folly to allow this asso 
ciation to be jeopardized. 

Canada is right in seeking to stimulate ite own 
publications, but it cannot do so by force. It can 
do so through education, the improvgment of taste 
in iMterature, and the cultivation of talent. Prof. 
Stephen Leacock, a loyal Canadian and & writer of | 
great ability, has taken somewhat this view. He 
believes the two countries can advance much more 
rapidly together than by opposing each other. 
Hostility would bring retaliation and tend to cut 
Canadian writers off from the larger field of Ameri- 
can publication. Genius would be suppressed. 

Both countries haye suffered through lack of 
commercial reciprocity. Neither should allow shis 
loss to be extended to intellectual, social, and polit- 
ical disadvantage by erection of artificial barriers 
to exchange of ideas.

FOR MORE QUALITY WITH LESS 
QUANTITY IMMIGRATION. 
Chicago, March 15.—In the “ Vox Pop- 
ull” of March 14, B. H. suggests that a 
check be made on the quality of immi- 
grants by a census of the inmates of our 
charitable institutions. It would be su- 
perfluous to state that, based on Ameri- 
can standardj, the result “would be 

satisfactory to prove his point. 

It is one of the immigration law re- 
quirements that before admitting an im- 
migrant to the U. S. any condition 
which is liable to make that individual a 
public charge disqualifies him for admis 
sion. And still,-during a year of immi- 
gration sérvice at New York City, I saw 
three hopeless imbeciles, who had been 
rejected by the medical examiners, 
passed for admission by the. department 
of labor authorities at Washington. Dur- 
ing the same year I had under my care 
to Europe ten alien emigrants, most of 
whom had been in our state insane hos- 
pitals. During this same period there 
were a large number of instances, less 
giaring, where strong influence was suc- 
cessfully used to prevent the deportation 
of new immigrants who had failed to 
pass the medica] requirements of the 
immigration law. 

A great deal has been done in the last 
four years to improve the conditions 
regulating the admission of immigrants 
to this country. Ft does not appear diffi- 
cult, now that we have limited the num- 
ber of our immigrants to our needs, to 
make a further conditional requirement 
of good quality: 

There has been much criticism of our 
European consular service, who are our 
business agents, because they have been 
too busy with immigration work to take 
much time in looking after the commer- 
cial interests of this country in the terri- 
tory they cover. It has been estimated, 
since the cost of an American passport 
visa was. raised to $10, that the money 
obtained from the visaing of passports 
in Europe alone could pay for the entire 
upkeep of a much larger consular force. 
If the Buropean consular service could be 
enlarged to include provisions for a com- 
plete examination of the physical, mental 
and moral qualifications of the immi- 
grant, as well as his ability to care for 
himself until becoming settled in this 
country, a-great deal of money would be 
saved our government and also the ship 
companies, who are compelled by law to 
return all unacceptable immigrants to 
their starting point at the éxpense of the 
ship company. R. M. G.

Outdoor Showmen 
Pick Commissioner 


New York March 18.—[Speécial.}— 
Thomas J. Johnson of Chicago was 
mamed chief arbiter of the outdoor 
show. world, with powers similar to 
those enjoyed by former Judge Landis 
in baseball and Will Hays in the mo- 
tion picture industry, at a meeting of 
150 delegates of the Showman’s legis- 
lative committee today. The delegates 
represented amusement parks, cir- 
cuses, carnivals and fairs in all sec- 
tions of the United States. 

Mr. Johnson, who bears the title 
of general counsel and commissioner 
of the committee, received the power 
fo regulate all outdoor amusements.

During all the years that we have ob- 
served spring migrations, we recall no 
pleasanter morning than one spent in 
a city park in Chicago at the height of 
the warbler migration. There were 
birds galore and it kept us busy with 
the glass trying to identify some of 
those beauties in the warbler family. 
Chicagoans are fortunate in having so 
many parks and the forest preserves, 
regular navens for the birds, so 
nearby.
